Bows | AYRES, Argentina, April’ 3.—This 
city tonig tisin a condition of excitement 
that is well nigh indescribable, The crisis in 
the political struggie that has been carried on 
for months past with so much bitterness has 
been nearly reached. Tomorrow may witness 
such scenes of violence: as have not taken 
place in this city for a long time. 

The conflict seers inevitable, The adver- 
tised meeting of the Radicals xs only a pre- 
m8 for a resort to arms against the authori- 


The government appreciates the gravity of 
the situation. It is thorcughiy alarmed, It 
will not hesitate to shoot down every one who 
takes part in the revolt. All the troops are 
gathered in the central part of the city. 

They are under arms. Their officers are at 
their head. They have.received orders to act 
with promptness at the first note of ‘warning. 
The police are allon duty. They also are un- 
der instructions, Thousands of desperate 
men, enemies of the administration, in all 
parts of the city are armed. They have long 
rebelled in private against great official 
scandals, frauds, and outrages. They only 
need leaders to come out openly and attack 
the troops and police, | 

Dynamite Is Feared. 


According to’ the most reliable accounts 

dynamite will play a prominent part in any 
riot that may be started. It is known that a 
large quantity of bombs have been smuggled 
‘into the city. Nearly all the Radical clubs 
are said to have the bombs seecrated, and some 
of their most daring spirits have been drilled 
in the use of these most deadly and destructive 
weapons. 
_ Rumors of plots increase at a most alarm- 
ing rate. The latest is about a conspiracy to 
murder President _Pelegrini, ex-President 
Riceq,. and ex-President Mitre, the two 
latter of whom had been prominently men- 
tioned as candidates for tlie chief magis- 
tracy, but resigned in favor of Saenz Pena. 

When this report reached the government 
the police chief was ordered to arrest every 
one who was suspected of complicity in the 
plot. They took some of the most prominent 
Radical leaders in the city into custody. 
Among them was Dr. Alem of the Union 
Civnea, the organizahon that for years has 
been fighting the Celman, Pelegrim, and Ricca 
factions. Alem, is charged. with having ” 
planned to murder the President and to as- 


The arrest of himself and his associates has 
intensified the feeling of revenge among the 
Radicals. They now declare that they will 
teach the administration a fearful lesson to- 
morrow. | 

The police have raided several of the Radi- 
éal clubs and discovered bombs. All the 
wires to the provinces have been cut, but re- 
ports reach here that the temper of the people 
outside of the capital is pretty much the 
same asin Buenos Ayres, A fight in this city will 
be followed by conflicts in all the other lead- 
ing towns of this republic. I¢ will be re 
markable if tomorrow passes without the 
of much blood.

If they desert 
the ranks they will take many of the men 
with them over to the enemy, The police are 
heartily disliked’! by the populace. They are 
likely to prove ioyal to the government, be- 
cause they know that.they will not receive 
much consideration at the hands of the 
people. 

Further details of the murder plot have just 
been made public. The principal conspirators 
besides Dr. Alem were Sefiors Liliedal, To- 
rino, Lognigamon, and Castellano. They have 
all been arrested, 

Dr. Irigoyen, the Radical candidate, has 
beén sent under guard to his ‘*‘estancia ”’ by 
order of ‘President Pelegrin1. 

The plot Was discovered by the arrest of a 
messenger who was sent by Alem with the 
documents in his possession for delivery to a 
provincial Radical elub. The plan was to 
attack Buenos Ayres at several-points, and in 
the confusion arising to seize the residences 
of President Welegrini and Gens. Mitre and 
Ricca and to assassinate them. Alem was 
then to be declared Dictator. 

The Cabinet was in session all last night 
and the President today issued a decree de- 
claring a state of siege in the entire republic. 
Many principal army officers have been re- 
moved temporarily from their commands 
under suspicion. The persons under arrest as 
ringleaders are under strong guard on board 
the ship Maipu. 

Quiet Only on the Surface, 

This city is quiet at this moment, but there 
is no telling how long the enemies of the ad- 
ministration will remain inactive. Only on 
the surface is it peaceful. ln every part of 
Buenos Ayres friends and foes of the govern- 
ment are excitedly discussing, in their re- 
spective homes or resorts, the sensational 
events of the last twenty-four hours. 

The Radical clubs are temporarily cowed by 
the prompt arrest of the leaders in the plot of 
assassination and revolt that was to have been 
earried out today when the big mass- 
meeting of the opponents of President 
Pelegrini wag at its height. With the 
majority of their chiefs in custody and the 
Presidential candidate of their party banished 
to his country estate and under police espion- 
age, the rank and file of the revolutionists do 
not know which way to turn, 

Nearly all the details of their desperate con- 
spiracy are now known to the police, and 
every precaution has been ~~ taken 
to prevent any further attempt to 
carry it out, The President is 
master of the situation just at present. At 
midnight every radical club in the city was 
guarded by the police, who, after driving out 
stationed themselves at the 
door and absolutely refused entrance to any 
one, 

Arrests of suspected -persons continue. 
They include not only Radicals, but military 
men who are supposed ‘to sympathize with 
the cause of the opposition. Dr. Iri- 
goyen, who was supported by the Radi- 
cals for the Presidency, is accused by 
the government of having provided a 
big sum of inoney for the purposes of revolu- 
tion. It is said that a large quantity of gold 
was sold recently on his account by brokers, 
and that the money was distributed to Rad- 
icals throughout the city for arms and am- 


munition.

STEAMER IVANHOE DAMAGED BY FIRE. 


Mysterious Blaze on the Vessel While in

The pleasure steamer Ivanhoe, lying in slip 
No. 1, Calumet River, One Hundred and 
First street, was badly damaged by fire last 
night. The watchman, Thomas Dexten, left 
the boat at 6 o’clock to visit some friends, and 
at 10 o’clock fire was discovered on -the upper 
deck of the vessel.

As for the objec- 
tion that if the State taxes an immorality it 
| becomes a participant in it, he looks jupon it 
as a question of ethics rather than of law, As 
a matter of fact, if the contemplated tax were 
imposed, it would be so heavy that the lottery 
people would see the impossibility of paying 
it and would go out of the business. 

Judge Cooley admits that there are limits to 
this Federal power to tax to destroy. It could 
not be exerted against municipal corporations 
created by a State, or against the State itself. 
But itcan be against a private corporation 
created by a State, such as the Louisiana lot- 
very. . He says in conclusion: 

The taxation, if it is to be imposed, cannot be 
laid too soon; it need not await the recharter of 
the Louisiana leviathan or the expiration of the 
charter 1t now has. Nobody will be wronged and 
many will be saved by quick action, and the time 
to tax is now. 

That is so. There ig a bill on this subject 
before some House committee. It should be 
reported back, passed, and sent to the Senate 
for its prowmpt and favorable action. If any 
Cotigressmen have constitutional scruples on 
the subject they will be dispelled by a perusal 
of Judge Cooley’s logical argument. 


ALLEGED SPELLING REFORM. 
Another request is made to Congress to 
order the ¢xpenditure ofa lot of money be- 
longing to the people in teaching them how to 
spell. The scheme is to have $50,000 paid over 
to a self-constituted apostie of * fonetic ’’ spel- 
ling, to be by him expended in conducting a 


school in this city, where a ‘lot of children ; 


shall be taught and trainea in the ability to 
determine or enable others to determine ‘‘the 
true merits aud real value of the said science 
of spelling with a view to its further and gen- 
eral introduction” into all the public and 
private schools of the United States. Then 
there is to be a further sum of $50,000 for the 
erganizing of a similar school in ninety-nine 
other cities of the country. That is a total of 
$5,000,000, with the pfobability of further sums 
to be asked in case the first draft on the Treas- 
ury be allowed. 

‘the whole of this sum is to be expended un- 
der the direction of one man, and practically 
by him, except the smail amount of ten per 
cent which he is to be allowed to take out and 
retain for himself as pay for personal service 
in the great work of teaching the young idea 
how to spell. A found half million dollars is 
to be the avowed compensation of the philan- 
thropist, without counting any incidental] ad- 
vantages of a pecuniary character to be gained 
by him out of a patronage measured by nine 
times that amount. This is alleged to be 
justified by the fact that Congress once ap- 
propriated $320,000 to help Robert Fulton 
complete his first war stea.n boat, and Samuel 
F. B. Morse $30,000 to . construct his 
first telegraph line; also that the govern- 
ment is noW similarly expending money in the 
development of agriculture, and in providing 
for national defense by land and sea. The 
sequence to all this preamble is: that whereas 
a certain person “has discovered, arranged, 
and é¢ompleted, as the result of great re- 
search and great private and personal ex- 
pense, a revised and simplified method of 
spelling the English language, etce.,’’ there- 
fore he is duly entitied to the aid and 
compensation demanded, and to the great 
fame that would result to him from being so 
recoguized and employed as the great original 
and only Jacobs of the spelling reform move- 
ment. 

Unfortunately for the claims and aspira- 
tions of this worthy man, the argument is a 
non sequitur. He has “invented” a method 
of spelling words as they are sounded which 
was ably and broadly advocated in England 
nearly half a century ago, and later in this 
country by Isaac Pitman and his school of 
disciples. There is absolutely nothing new in 
the idea, nothing new that is valuable in the 
plan. The weekly paper called \the Fonetic 

ewé, Milton’s ‘“Paradise Lost,” Bunyan’s 

‘Pilgrim’s Progress,” ‘the Kmg James ver- 
sion of the New Testament, and several other 
works were all printed on the plan of spelling 
words strictly as they are sounded while this 
now great inventor was yet in his swaddling- 
clothes. The simple sounds not provided 
for by the ordinary alphabet were rep- 
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ute. They should go | 

tive success. “A bill shiek immediately 
be submitted to the House forthe suspension 
of the act of 1890 providing for the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver per month and the 
issue of notes against that silver. A vigorous 
campaign should be | and the mem- 
bers of both Houses of Congress forced to 
place themselves on gecord respecting this 
vital question,” Itadds “there is enough 
in the present (silver) policy of the govern- 
mnent, let alone free coinage, to nang great 
disaster in time.” 

The Economist takes the sensible ground 
that a suspension of the act of 1890 would not 
only dispel the distrust which pervades busi- 
ness Affairs, but place the very champions of 
silver i in a stronger position than the one they 
now bccupy. Bimetallists think it highly de- 


| sirable that some agreement in regard to the 


use of silver be adopted by the leading com- 
mercis] nations of the world, But so long as 
the governments of Europe see this country 
willing to take 4,500,000 ounces of silver per 
month and pile it up into a standing menace 
to the integrity of a stable currency they will 
not trouble themselves to lend that kind of 
money any form of support. If they were 
once given the assurance that the 
United States had abandonéd its po- 
sition of © special guardian of the 
metal they might bethink themselves of 
some method of protecting their own 
silver money. In such case they might even 
be giad to take the initiative in calling a con- 
ference. But they cannot be eXpected’ to do 
so while we occupy our present position, 


which is as unsuccessful in practice as it is 


logically weak. This country has certainly 
done as much as could have been hoped in the 
direction of experimenting with silver in the 
hope of restoring the old parity and has ac- 
complished nothing. The prite 6f the metal 
today is lower than when the agitation in its 
favor began, and the lowest point ever known 
in the history of ites quotations was reported 
within a few hours of the timé when Bland’s 
chances seerned the strongest. By the con- 
sensus of opinion in the commercial world 
last week twenty-four ounces of silver, in- 


stead of the much vaunted sixteen, were bare- 


ly equal in value to a single ounce of gold. 
Tue Trisune has previously pointed out the 
fact that the present attitude of the United 
States in regard to silver is anomalous and 
grossly artificial. It now buys silver at its 
bullion value current at the time of purchase 


and holds itself ready to redeem with only 


about two-thirds actual value certificates 
issued against that silver. The difference be- 
twéen the theoretical and the real is too wide 
to be maintained much longer. The silver 
coin of present weight, and finétiess is only a 
token of value, being receivable for its face so 
long as it is guaranteed by gold behind it, and 
not good for more than two-thirds its face a 
moment longer than that gold support is ac- 
eorded. It is not right that the government 
should vater to a false sentiment so far as to 
take advantage of the holders of its certificates 
by avowing it as a right to pay them with 
two-thirds and keep the other third part in the 
Treasury. The Government of the United 
States ouglit at once to adopt the policy of 
paying out @ full dollaz’s worth of silver in 
redemption of each dollar named on the 
certificates. If it then chose to keep on buy- 
ing silver at the current market price the 
people as a whole would stand the loss ou any 
subsequent shrinkage in value that might oc- 
cur, and perhaps would ere long arrive at the 
conclusion that it is no more sound policy to 
provide a steady market for silver than for 
wheat or pork. But whether the buying sec- 
tion be repealed or not the policy should at 
once be adopted of paying out value for value 
received, in the case of silver aa in that of all 
other material. 


COUNTY BOND SWINDLERS. 

& remarkable etate of affairs is reported 
from Cass County, Mo. Three of the Judges 
of that county are in jail for contempt of the 
United States Court at Kansas City.. They 
were fined $500 each and coniniitted to jail 
till they should obe¢y instructions. They were 
ordered to issue a tax levy for the payment of 
certein railroad bonds and refused to do so, 
holding that they were acting in accord with 
the wishes of the people. The case is a pe- 
culiar one, and this is not the first time the 
County Judges have been in jail for taking the 
saine position in regard to it, In 1870 the 
Counties of Cass and St. Clair voted and 
issued bonds respectively for $750,000 and 
$1,000,000 to aid in the construction of the 
Tebo and Neosho railréad. The scheme was 
a swindle of the most pronounced sort. Un- 
der the terms of the contract bonds to 1 cer- 
tain amount were issued for each six miles of 
road as fast as the grading was performed. 
The grading was all that was ever done to- 
wards building the line. The projectors 
skipped out after selling or otherwise dispos- 


ing of the bonds to presumably innocent par- |

RAILROADS MUST NOT POOL. 

The Pittsburg Dispatch agrees in substance 
with Tus Tr1sune in regard to the Inter-State 
Commerce law and its workings, It says that 
in tiew of the fact that any law will be a fail- 
ure if not enforced it is well to maintain the 
distinction between the failure which results 
from non-enforcement and that inherent in 
the provisions of the act. It also notes as a 
singular example of the way in which the hu- 
man miad will sometimes work the argument 
in corporate circles that because of the show- 
ing made in Tux Trisuxs pooling must be 
admitted. QOneof the provisions of the act 
that has been notoriously violated is the sec- 
tion against pooling; and the giving of rebates 
in violation of the act has been contemporary 
with the traffic pools organized in violation of 
the same statute, 
rates always has and always will accom. 
pany pools and combinations is a minor eun- 
sideration to which the advocates of pools 
always rise superior.” 

Exactly so. And it may be added that the 
proposition to solve the difficulty by permitting 
the railroads to ‘* pool their issues ” promises 
about as well as dia the offer of the wolf to 
relieve the shepherd of the trouble of guard- 
ing the sheepfold. It is precisely the thing 
that must be avoided, whatever may be the 
outcome of the struggie, The railroads have 
shown too mach of what they can and will do 
in that direction if the power be placed in 
their hands, and the country has had too much 
of it. The railroad man must be educated 
to a new code of ethics before he can be 
trusted to boss the system by means of 
combinahons with his fellows. At the 
same time it may not be denied that 
he has sinned under great temptation. 


Commiss‘oner Blanchard stated the case cor- 


rectly when he wrote to the effect that rebates 
would not be given unless under strong pres- 
sure from shippers, and one point he omitted 
to state is that the pressure is not seldom on 
the person as well as on the official. Rebates 
have been given in the past with a secoudary 
motive, and that mstrong one. It was a dis- 
tinct gain to the individual granting it, over 
and above any advantage that might be se. 
cured to the transportation company. In 
other words, it has too often meant what in 
political circies would be called “ boodie.”’ 
Sut for this the railroad officials, who in the 
eyes of the public have badly blundered in 
trying to maintain agreements and prevent 
unfair discriminat‘ons, might have found it 
comparatively easy to do what they seeined to 
want to do, 

The average railroad official has sadly mis- 
taken his duty to the public. He has magni- 
fied his office in his own eyes up to the func- 
tion of edring for the interests of mdividuals 
in business and different classes and places. 
He has acted too much as if he supposed he 
were intrusted by Providence and the public 
with the task of rubbing out ineqaalities exist- 
ing in nature and establishing others by his 
own hand for the benefit of such interests as he 
saw fit to take under his fostermg care, not 
forgetting his own, but often ignoring those 
of the company he professed to Serve as well 
as the rights of the people. Hence he has not 
infrequently allowed himself to be made a 
catepaw for the furtherance of schemes for 
personal aggrandizement, professedly laid be- 
fore him in the shape of ai claim 
for the ‘abolishing of some inequality 
alleged to exist, but with which it was none of 
his business to interfere. In all this he has 
been obiivious to his duty as a common car- 
rier to treat all the patrons of his lne on pre- 
cisely the same terms in proportion to the 
amount of service actually rendered. The 
fact that he has done so under pressure does 
not heip his case. There is no active virtue in 
the absence of temptation to do wrong, no 
credit due to the man who walks in the right 
path when it is the only one open to him.

Judges refased to levy taxes or make appro- 
priations for paying either principal or inter- 
est on the bonds.

Sugar-Cane Hard and Woody~+Paper Money 
—The Budget—Brigands and Tourists,

Havawa, April 3.—The month of March will 
be remembered as the lowest in temperature 
within the memory of the oldest inhabitants.

Indian trade became demoralized 
under the rapid movements and the market

The Hong- 
kong and Shanghai bank shares, which were 
quoted last year at 70, were at one time of- 
fered at 37, although they afterward recov- 
ered to 44.

Confidence 
was somewhat restored after the rise in metal, 
but there still remained uneasiness and par- 
alysis in trade.

Franxrort, April 3.—The Zeitung says that 
a Russo-Bulgarian conspiracy has been organ- 
ized in Odessa, with branches in Constantino- 
ple and Belgrade, supported by money paid by 
the Bulgarian Government to defray the cost 
of Russian occupation, and that the Russian 
Government is cognizant of a settled plan to 
overthrow the Stambouloff Government in 
Bulgaria. 


Deeming Wiil Sue for Libel.

SOUTH AMERICA AT THE WORLD'S PAIR. 


Good Exhibition Promised from the Latin. 


Countries—Brazilian Reciprocity. 

Wasutnotrox, D. C., April 3.—Edward H. 
Conger, United States Minister to Brazil, says 
that the opposition to the reciprocity treaty 
among tne foreign merchants of Brazil is rap- 
idly dying out, and the Englsh and German 
importers are now sending to the United 
States for goods in order to secure the advan- 
tage of the treaty. The increase in trade has 
been: so rapid that the Brazilian Steamship 
company, which formerly sent but three 
steamers a month to Brazil, is now sending 
fourteen, 

Mr. Conger says that Brazil will make a 
splendid exhibit at the World’s Fair. He had 
an interview with the President the day before 
his departure on some matters of official bus- 
iness, and the latter took occasion to say that 
he felt a great personal interest in having 
Brazil properly represented, and should do 
everything he could to send a _ fine 
exhibdit.. Lieut. Linley, Commissioner 
of the World’s Fair in Colombia, sends 
favorable reports from that country. The 
National Commission is at work and is pre- 
paring to open an exposition in Bogota on 
Uct. 28, the anniversary of the birth of 
Bolivar. The articles exhibited there will 
afterwards be sent to Chicago. A Com- 
missioner is to be sent to the mining dis- 
tricts of Antiouquin to secure a good exhibit 
of the mining industries, Dr. iras has 
evs for exhibition the work of Piedra Lita, 

adre Simon, and other historians of 
Colombia. Dr. Reiras is himgelf the most 
distinguished writer of Colombia. 

F. A. Ober, Commissioner to the West In- 
dies, reports that the citizens of St. Thomas 
had an enthusiastic meeting at which the ques- 
tion of an exhibit from the Danish Weg In- 
dies was fully discussed. A committee was 
chosen to take charge of the work and there 
is every reason to expect that these interest- 
ing islands will be well represented. Lieut, 
Safford, Worlda’s Fair Commissioner to Peru, 
states that the Cabinet has decided to ask an 
appropriation of $14,000 trom Congress, which 
soon meets, for World’s Fair purposes, 
He also reports that the Peruvian corporation 
which assumed the entire public debt of Peru 
in return for the concession of railway and 
other public works in the republic will make 
a fine exhibit, 

Dr. Horacio Guzeman the Minister of 
Nicaragua in thiscountry, has been appointed 
Conimissioner-General for Nicaragua to the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, and has re- 
ceived instructions from his government to 
select a site on the Exposition grounds for the 
erection of a handsome building to shelter the 
Nicaraguan exhibit. The Bureau of Anteri- 
can Republics has received: fromn the owner of 
extensive concessions for public works in Peru 
a request for the address of establishinents inv 
the United States engaged in the manufacture 
of railroad equipments, steam, electric, am- 
moniacal vapor, compressed air, iron, build- 
ing material, electric light apparatus, with all 
the supplies connected therewith, flour and 
saw-mills, machinery for the developments of 
the petroleum fields, water supply systems, 
pumps, pipes, mining, agricultural, and sugar 
machinery. The address may be obtained 
from the office of the bureau. 

Wueetine, W. Va., April 3.—[Special.]|—A 
movement has been set on foot among the 
Woman’s World’s Fairclubs of this State 
which may seriously embarrass the efforta of 
the West Virginia Women Cotnmissioners to 
secure a creditable exhibit of women’s work 
from this State.

| Emperor explained 


WAS A BIG BOOM. 


IMPOSING CELEBRATION OF BIS- 
- MARCK’S BIRTHDAY. 


All Germany Which Had Any Ill-Feeling 
Toward the Kaiser Turned Out to Do 
Honor to the Ex-Chancellor—Even His 
Former Enemies Joined in the Demon- 
stration—William Speaks Well of the 
Hebrews—Confessed to a Crime After 
Forty Years—World’s Fair News. 

| (SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Bertin, April $.—Never in the history of 
modern Germany has ‘a. private individual 
been honored as was Bismarck Friday, his 
77th birthday, All his old friends and many 
new ones, alienated from the Emperor by the 
vagariés of his Brandenburg speech and his 
inconsistency in the School bill matter, joined 
in celebrating the occasion as it had not been 
celebrated before. Even the clericals forgot 
their historical hatred of the ex-Chancellor 
sufficiently to slight the Emperor by doing 
homage to the exile of Friedrichsruh. The 
whole effusive display, in fact, is considered 
here a temonstrance against the new régime. 

The letters and telegrams of congratulation 
continued to arrive at Friedrichsruh until 
last évening. Altogether not fewer than 3,500 
were received—hundreda of them from the 
poorer classes of all provinces in the émpire. 
Among the more distinguished senders were 
the Empress Fredericka, the King of Saxony, 
the Grand Duchess of Mecklénburg, Crispi, 
King Humbert, and Kainoky. More than 
seventy! cities were represented by deputations 
at Friedrichsrah. As usual the largest com- 
mittees of congratulations were from Ham- 
burg, Lubeck, Bremen, and Bachum. All sorts 
of presents were received from Thursday 
morning until late last night. Plover’s eggs 
have been unusually abundant in Germany 
this season, and Prince Bismarck received 
nine baskets full, including the unfaili 
ten from an unknown friend. Almost 1 
parcels of flowers were received by express, 
one having-come all the way from Athens. 
Scores of other presents were received from 
all parts of Europe, including casks of wine 
and beer, drinki cups, mementos of his- 
torical events, and pieces of fihe carving from 
South Germagzty. e lower German society 
of Brunswick, which has not forgotten the ex- 
Chancellor or any of his last few birthdays, 
sent him the usual Plattdeutsch poem, to. 
gether with asparagus, beer, sausages, and 
honey cakes, as samples of the Duchy’s most 
celebrated products. The banquets in the ex- 
Chancellor’s honor throughout the Empire 
took on the appearance of a national demon- 
stration of devotion. In many cities the 
guests before dining distributed gifts of food 
and money among the poor. Fires were lit 
on ‘the hilltops in Brunswick, Saxony, and 
Thurmgia. The chief display was in Ham-’ 


‘burg, whence extra trains were run all Friday 


to Friedrichsruh. 
Visitors by Thousands, 

Twenty thousand visitors were carried out 
and back and thousands more walked to Bis- 
marck’s place from nearby points. The 
Prince’s hand was bruised and swollen before 
nightfali from the hearty handshakings which 
he exchanged with most of the visiters before 
his house and in the park. Eight thousand 
of the visitors, mostly. Hamburgers, waited 
until evening, and in the early hours gave a 
big torchlight procession before the castle, 
There were 5,000 torch-bearers, among them 
many members of the Reichstag Wahiverein, 
a poktical society founded by Bismarck in 
1884. The rest were enthusiasts of all classes 
and both sexes, young and old, Three bands 
of music marched with the procession. 

Prince Bismarck stood on the front balcony 
with Count William, Count Herbert, the 
Princess, and his secretary, Lothar Bucher, 
while |the line passed the castle. He was in 
the uniform of the Halberstadter Cuirassiers 
and stood erect with his chest thrown out and 
He looked robust 
and cheerful. Several times he was much 
affected by the repeated cheers for ‘‘ Bismarck,

saluted the shouting crowds. 

Hert Ruperts, chairman of the, political 
committee of the Wahliverein, made the address 
for the society. He recalled Bismarck’s serv- 
ives to the country in 1866, 1870-’71, and in the 
nineteen succeeding years.

to you the undying devotion of all loyal Ger- 
mans.”’ 

Reply of the Prince. 


Pringe Bismarck replied that his greatest 
consolation in his retirement was the knowl- 
edge that Germans had not forgotten hin. 
That knowledge, confirmed by the demvn- 
strations then before hii, was an ample re- 
ward for all he had done for the German peo- 
ple. God had enabled him todo what he had 
done for the empire. Since he had retired 
from office he had not ceased to strive for the 
welfare of the public, whatever his enemies 
might say to the contrary. ‘“‘I now ask you 
as I ask Germany,” the *Prinece continued 
with evident emotion, “ are you satisfied with 


me?’’ 


Cries of ‘‘ Yes, yes; you made the empire,”’ 
‘*Long hfe to Prince Bismarck,” were the 
answers to this inquiry. 

Bismarck then proceeded:  “‘ What we have 
gained let us hope we may keep. We our- 
selves as long as we remain united have noth- 
ung to fear from any quarter.- We will not

of loading down the-Cléricais with favors and. 
ignoring the Liberals in appointments to ali 
higher places and in formulating programs of 
government action. 3 

The Norddeutsche | Allegemeine Zeitung, 
once Prince Bismarck’s offi¢ial organ, says 
that the demonstration shows that Germany 
is still mindful of the gréat debt it owes to her 
foremost statesman and looks back full of 
gratitude to those great days and their results, 
when, under the leadership of Emperor Will- 
iam L., Germany won its rightful place among 
the nations of the world. 

An interesting memento of Bismarck’s 
school-boy days was first brought before the 

ublic two days ago. In 1832 he left the Grey 

‘riars’ High School of Berlin at Easter to 

repere for. the university. He was then 
Shrdis 17 years old, yet he bad led his class of 
twenty students, whose average was 19, for 
eighteen months. His special certificate then 
was: ‘Latin, goods fluent; Greek, good; 
ancient history, very’ good; modern history, 
good; mathematics, generally ‘good.”’ His 
general certiticate said: “‘ His knowledge of 
Latin is good, voth in comprehension of 
writers and forcibility of composition. His 
khowledge of Greek is pretty good. 
His knowledge of mathematics is 
fair. He has a very. satisfactory 
skill in the use ot German, His knowledge 
of history, geography, and modern ianguages 
is fair. "He will study law and finance at 
Bonn, Geneva, and Berlin, and we dismiss 
this able, well-equipped youth with our best 
wishes and the hope that he wil! pursue fur- 
ther his education with renewed energy.”’ 

Most persons are not aware that Bismarck’s 
birthday is also the annniversary of the rescue 
by him of his groom from drowning in 1842. 
He was at that time a Second Lieutenant in 
the Pomeranian Uhblans. He received for his 
bravery 0a this occasion a medal, which for 
many years was the only decoration that he 
wore, although he has a drawer full of crosses 
and stars received from German sovereigna.

Ih theirstomachs were 
found traces of poison, but none could be 
found in the food which had been eaten. It 
is supposed that Neumann put the poison on 
the plates, while his wife was in the kitchen, 
as after the meal hé washed the plates care- 
fully. Mrs. Neumann and the other seven 
children will recover, 
Complain of Curtailed Room. 

German manufacturers complain that their 
space in the Hall of Industry at Chicago hag 
been lessened, owing to the laying of passage 
ways.

an awkward customer for the government to 
tackle, for he is pertinacious, obstinate, and 
not easily thrown off the track when once he 
gets on, as he has the advantage of finding the 
House willing to listen to him, for he usually 
manages to provide it with liberal amuse- 
ment, and the weary legislators, suffering too 
often under the iufliction of a whole tribe of 
bores, are always grateful to anybody who 
can provide food for laughter or even for a 
smile. Therefore Labouchere 1s in some re- 
spects a favorite and can often take such 
license as might not be permitted to a less 
dexterous hand, Friday afternoon Gladstone 
strolled into the House to see what was doing. 
He found the House neaMNy empty, for the 
business of voting money was going on in the 
Committee of Supply and the regulation top- 
ics were being brought forward in the same 
dreary manner to which we are accustomed. 
The charge for the ratcatcher at Byckingham 
Palace cost some words, and similar trivial 
matters were discussed at great length, while 
really important items of expenditure passed 
unchallenged. The reason of course is that 
it is easier to criticise the ratcatcher than to 
comprehend the mysteries of departmental 
finance. Why that ratcatcher, who enjoys a 
salary of $100 a year, is allowed to-figure year 
after year in the estimates of the British 
Empire I cannot explain. He “might be 
lumped in with the general expenses, but the 
House of Commons likes to be papticular 
about trifles, and a Minister who hufors it in 
that respect may more easily have his own 
way in more important affairs. 

The ratcatcher was followed up by Labou- 
chere, who had made up his mind to force 
from the government some information as to 
the. date for the dissolution of Parliament. 
Gladstone listened to his efforts with the air 
of an old stager who looks pitying conde- 
cension on the efforts of a _ youthful 
acrobat. Labouchere fired off a _ series 
of questions at Balfour, who evidently was 
fully on guard, He easily parried them all 
and gave his anxious inquirer no information 
whatever. The government, he said, would 
follow the constitutional usage, but it was the 
prerogative of the Crown to dissolve Parlia- 
ment at the time which it deemed most expe- 
dient. This right must not be infringed upon. 
There could be no question that the Crown 
alone had the right say at. what time Parlia- 
ment should be dissolved. Of course, this is 
a constitutional fiction, for the Crown never 
takes the initiative in such matters, but 
simply acts upon the advice of the min- 
isters, so that Balfour simply _ shel- 
tered himself behind the broad. bul- 
warks of the Constitution. Gladstone 
doubtless gave the true reason in a jccular 
speech with which he followed. Balfour, the 
leader of the House, he said, could tell notb- 
ing, because he knew nothing. The govern- 
ment had not yet been able to make up its 
mind when ah appeal to the country should 
be made. 

This is undoubtedly the fact of the case, but 
in a general way you may rely upon the state- 
ment alreadyimade in these dispatches that 
the great event will take place some time in 
June or July... The government keeps up its 
majority at present, but could not hold them 
together throughout the summer with 
the prospect of a dissolution to 
fo'low. This has been a hard year’s 
work at Westminster. Flesh and blood could 
not stand it any longer. Such‘a project would 
lead to the retirement of a large batch of Con- 
servatives from public life. In amy case it 
will be none too easy to fill the places of those 
already gone. If the ministry kept on all 
through Juby and August and then plunged us 
into the struggle of a general election just as 
the autumn holidays were commg on it would 
killabout half of their supporters and drive 
off the other half in disgust. Theretore you 
may rely upon it that the elections will take 
place not later than July and before the 
festival of St. Grouse. Ail the world will then 
know whether Gladstone will once more be 
Prime Minister or whether his last chance is 
gone. This question of dissolution has vover- 
saden all others, but a moderate amount of 
interest is shown in the daily proceedings of 
the House.

HOOK SWINGING IN INDIA. 


The Practice Resumed at Festivals in the 
Southern Part of the Peninsula. 

In October last the obsolete practice of 
hook swinging was revived in Southern Ind1a. 
It was a feature of a religious festival in the 
large town of Sholavandan. The authorities 
did nothing to prevent the cruel exhibition. 


The loeal government was, in fact, 
asked to prevent the occurrence, but 
an evasive answer was returned. The 
victim of the spectacle was a willing 
sacrifice, no. feeling ‘of religious devo- 


tion entering into his performance, He re- 
ceived between 400 ana 500 rupees for the ex- 
hibition, which lasted more than an hour, but 
the sum is more than he could earn by hard 
labor in eight or nine years. He was, in ad- 
dition, privileged to travel around the country 
for three months showing the hooks, ropes, 
éte.jand receiving money from the people, 
few of whom would refuse to give him some- 
thifg. The performarice, therefore, was very 
jucrative tor him, and it gratified the people, 
hardened and brutalized as they ‘are, for Sho- 
lavandan is the head center of the Kuller or 
robber caste, who are guilty of robberies and 
train wrecking, besides bloody deeds. 

Thousands of people flocked to see the re- 
vival of the old, fanatical religious custom. 
The hooks were thrust through the flesh of the 
man’s back and he was suspended about 
twelve feet in the air. He bore his sufferings 
with the utmost fortitude, and his face showed 
searcely any evidence of the pain he must 
have endured. A medical man who was pres- 
ent and examined the swinging man sent; at 
the request of the government, a report of his 
condition. His impression was that the bodily 
suffering the man experienced was consider- 
ably within the limits of endurance. 

It was announced in February last that ar- 
rangements had been made for another hook 
swinwing, to take place at Tirasuvenan, The 
Madras Government proposes to make a 
thorough inquiry into the whole matter. Of 
course the Indian Government finds it wise 
policy to. interfere (as little as 
vith the religion of the natives, and if, after 
thorough inquiry, it be ascertained that it isa 


religious practice, and) does not entail serious’ 


bodily suffering, it may not be prohibited. 

The natives gave as the reason for the exhi- 
bition last fall that they wished to propitiate 
the Goddess of Rain, so that they might secure 
abundant showers. For two weeks, however, 
before the performance heavy and continuous 
rain had fallen. ‘The real reason for the exhi- 
bition was that the people are great lovers of 
festivais and care little what the spectacle is, 
if they only have a galatime. The entertain- 
ment was provided chiefly as an amusement 
for those who wished something exciting and 
spectacular. Many of the people are very 
religious, and will worship almost anything if 
their emotions be excited, and to that class 
also the exhibition appealed strongly,
